JUDGMENT OF FORFEITURE 

On November 22, 2005, a Verified Complaint for Forfeiture In Rem against tlie defendant 
One 1995 Mercedes Benz S240 was filed by the plaintiff. United States of America. The 
complaint alleges that the defendant property was exchanged for controlled substances, or is 
traceable to such an exchange, or was intended to facilitate such an exchange, in violation of 21 
U.S.C.§ 801 et seq.. and is, therefore, subject to forfeiture pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 881(a)(6).

Now, therefore, on motion of the plaintiff, the United States of America, for Default 
Judgment and Judgment of Forfeiture, it is hereby 

ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED that the default of all persons interested in 

the defendant further identified as:

VIN WDBGA43ElSA2600n 
WITH ALL APPURTENANCES 
AND ATTACHMENTS THEREON 

be entered and that no right, title, or interest in the defendant shall exist in any other party, and 

that the said defendant be and hereby is forfeited to the United States of America to be disposed 

of in accordance with law. 

The Clerk is hereby directed to send copies of this Judgment of Forfeiture to all parties 
and a certified copy to the United States Marshal.
